too Involved for human notation, but 
the earthquake and the fire accom- 
plished It 00 thoroughly that no doubt 
remain*. There mar never be another 
Ban Francisco Chinatown on the old 
•Itc, When tbe new city rises out of 
the desolation which bns fallen upon 
the old one there will be little to recall- 
tho alien, albeit alluring glimpse of 
Asiatic life that once stood out so viv- 
idly nmUl the rn*b and Insistence of 
Western progress. 


Tho earthquake and the fire revealed 


to tho shuddering world the depth of 
the Infamy that had found lodgment 
there. Thirty thousand Chinese Inhab- 
ited. this unsavory quarter, ten city 
blocks, only six squares from what 
waa known as Newspaper corner. They 
had converted 
the 
frame building 


which covered the district Into plague 
spots, In which they lived the strange 
discordant lives of the Oriental lower 
classes. Their dally walk was fash 
loned after a pattern quite unknown to 
those of the West, and they gave alle- 
giance to laws and customs entirely 
distinct from those of their near neigh 
Vpra. For years they have been a mys 
tery even to those whose business I 
was to know them Intimately. 
They 


have defied successfully all the efforts 
of San Francisco's police force to find 
them out

regions.

Inquiry by the House committee on this 
enterprise has brought out evidence 
that appear*) to Justify confidence in 
the results. The Secretary of the In- 
terior has testified that including the 
Irrigation projects under construction 
And those contemplated and approved 
but not begun, there Will have been 
spent in two years from the last of 
next June 137,000,000, while the esti- 
mated receipts from the operations of 
the law tip to that time will be aboat 
hftif a million more than that amount 
tu Addition a return of about a million 
Is expected from settlers on irrigated 
lands. 


Irrigation was one of,the forces upon 


which the late Prof. Sbnler laid empha- 
Bis \vben enumerating the 
resources 


upon which we could depend to meet the 
needs of an ever-Increasing population. 
But it was not the only one. We must 
utilize the dike and drain as well as 
the canal. We must fertilize the now 
arid desert b*y giving the moisture that 
it requires, but we must not forget that 
there are vast reaches of almost ex- 
haustless fertility now submerged that 
will blossom as the rose when the wat- 
ers that cover them have been drawp 
. off. It has been estimated that Irriga- 
tion will ultimately bring into cultiva- 
tion and generous production 100,000,- 
000 acres that are now barren and for- 
bidding. 
We have begun reclamation 


at this end, aud perhaps it is the nat- 
ural end; but no sooner la it under- 
taken than the opposite-enterprise ii 
more strongly suggested. This, if car- 
ried to ita approximate limit, would 
free ns much more in all parts of the 
country of Its watery burden, and open 
it up to the service aud suppc' : of man.

Perhaps in some cases the work of 


,'reclamation along these lines would be 


.more expensive. In others it would 
probably be less so. The necessary un- 
dertakings would be vast, but if suc- 
cessful the rewards would be vaster. 
The two enterprises would have the 
potential effect of adding to our pro- 
ductive area, and equal in extent to 
more than eix times that of the State 
of New Yorkj or about a tenth of our 
entire territory, including Alaska, and 
it would be soil of unexampled fertil- 
ity. With such reclamation many oth- 
er problems now formidable, like gen- 
eral sanitation, the mosquito crusade, 
and so forth, wordd be much simplified. 
There is hardly a New England farmer 
but has one swamp or more that would 
be the best part of his holding could 
he but bring it into subjection. It is a 
question of engineering and upon such 
questions the light in breaking all over 
the country.

After the Invention of lightning rods 


for the protection of buildings there 
ceased to be much expreasloti of dif- 
ference of opinion about them even If 
difference existed. 
It was admitted 


that care aud knowledge must be used 
In applying them, otherwise they might 
add to Instead of ward off tho danger. 
Hut the public mind seemed to settle 
down into acquiescence In the eubstaa- 
tlal efficacy of tho safeguard. During 
a long term »f years few buildings of 
any considerable value were left with- 
out some such device. Several years 
ago there was a reaction in the fashion 
and builders began to apply the coat of 
supposed protection against lightning to 
other purposes. Tho decline of the fash- 
Ion began In large cities and wan helped 
along by occasional failures of some 
conductors when used. It has gone OD 
until the weight of fashion Is now back 
to what It was before Franklin and his 
kite and door key opened a new era in 
civilization. Those who have fallen out 
of the fashion are, as a rule, not very 
positive either way, rather explaining 
that the theory of artificial protectloa 
Is at least an oped question. 'At all 
events the lightning rod of a generation 
ago has "gone out" as a general fashion, 
and it is noticeable that the decllnp of 
tho -ftwhltfu wds- far mote-suddenr timiv 
its growth. For a decade or two men 
who build houses have apparently tried 
to forget that lightning ever injures 
them. No doubt the increasing use. of 
steel In building iu large cities had had 
Influence on the fashion, yet It Is hard 
to see why. 
If there was a basis for 


the fashion at ail the use of the steel 
skeleton should make occasion only for 
difference of application. It could not 
affect the principle. Quite lately there 
have come some Indications of turning 
again toward the fashion of protection 
In this country It has been pointed out 
that, while the steel skeleton skyscrap- 
ers In cities, though often higher than 
the more modest church spires, have 
been nearly always exempt from elec- 
trical Injury, and at the same tlms 
there has been u surprising number of 
unprotected city church spires, not of 
steel construction, that have suffered by 
lightning. 
In England It would seem 


that though aware of the decline In tUo 
fashion they have not yielded to It and 
somu of the must Influential publica- 
tions are supporting tho use of con- 
ductors quite as a matter of course. 
They know that there Is skepticism, but 
they do not regard 
protection 
from

As we understand the law of South 


Dakota, any persona! property, which 
Includes growing crops, Is exempt to 
the head of n family to the amount of 
$750j and personal property to the 
amount of $350 is exempt to any other 
person.

vides that a homestead shall be liable 
to seizure and sale for debts Incurred 
for work or material In the repair or 
Improvement of such homestead.

Ktory of the royal regalia of Scotland? 
It would make the fortune of a novel 
or drama. When In the troubled days 
.of the Stuart dynasty, It was feared 
that the advance of the English army 
Into Scotland would be followed by the 
sclKurc of the Scottish regalia, the lat- 
ter was secretly carried to Duuottar 
castle, a strong baronial fortress built 
upon an insulated rock, projecting Into 
the German ocean.

sword and sdcpter, hidden in bundles of 
material which they said were to be 
spun Into thread. The English general 
himself helped the lady to her horse, 
as she rode away from the caatle, he 
little suspecting what her bundle con- 
tained. When .eventually tbe castle was 
carried, It was represented that the re- 
galia had been smuggled away to th* 
continent.

FACTS ABOUT THE BANANA. 


Ripened During; Voyage ite Good •• 


Illliened Under Tropical San.' 
) 


There Is a vast amount of Ignorance 


prevailing 
among 
Intelligent people 


concerning the growth, production and 
marketing of bananas. 
Many people 


Imagine that the natives In tropical 
cities atep out of their 
huts 
In tbe 


early morning and pluck and eat ban- 
ma* fresh from tho plant, the same as 
they would oranges and other fruits. 
Bnnanas ripened on the plant are not 
snltnbls for food. 


Bananas, even after traveling 3.000 


miles in a, green state, are every bit as 
good as bananas ripened under a trop- 
ical sun. This Is probably true of uo 
other 
export 
fruit. 
The 
plant of 


which bantrnas Is the fruit Is not n 
tree, nor Is It a bush or 
vine. It la 


simply a gigantic plant, growing to a 
height of from fifteen to twenty feet 
About eighteen feet from the ground 
the learee. oftentimes eight feet long, 
come out in a sort of cluster from the 
center of which springs a bunch of 
bananas. 


These <Jo not grow with the ban- 


anas pointing upward, naturally, and 
if tbe stem grew straight they would 
hang exactly as sceii In .the fruit stores 
and grocers' windows. This, however, 
Is not the case; tbe etein bends under 
the'-weight of the fmlr, aiscj tHU. beings, 
It Into dltectly tfie' opposite position, 
with the large end of the stalk up and 
the fringes pointing toward the sun. 


A word of explanation concerning 


some banana terms: Each banana Is 
called a "finger"' and each of these lit- 
tle clusters of lingers surrounding a 
stalk Is called a "hand;" the quality 
and value of each bunch depend on the 
number of hands It has. 
Some may 


wonder how the fruit is cut from the 
top of a plant fifteen 
feet 
from the 


ground. 


The native laborers cut the stalk part 


way up Its height; the weight of the 
fruit causes the stulk to slowly bend 
over until the bunch of bananas first 
nicely reaches the ground, then the 
bunch Is cut off with the ever ready 
machete and carried to the river or 
railroad for shipment. The plant at 
the name time 
Is cut close to 
the 


ground. The banana Is a very prolific 
producer of Itself and at every cleaning 
of the land It la necessary to cut down 
many of the young plants, or "suckers," 
as they «nre termed, In order tlmt they 
may not become overcrowded up to a 
certain limit; the fewer suckers on a 
given area the larger the fruit they 
will produce.

Irrigation Is going to be a success, 


•ays the Boston Transcript The thlrfi 
Inquiry by the House committee on this 
enterprise has brought oat 
evidence 


that appears to Justify confidence in 
the results. The Secretary of the In- 
terior has testified that Including the 
Irrigation projects under construction 
and those contemplated and approved 
but not begun, there will have been 
spent in two years from the last of 
next June $37,000,000, while the esti- 
mated receipts from the operations of 
the law up to that time will be about 
half a million more than that amount 
In addition a return of aboui a million 
is expected from settlers on Irrigated 
lands. 


Irrigation was one of .the forces upon 


which the late Prof. Shaler laid empha- 
sis when enumerating 
the resources 


upou which we could depend to meet the 
needs of an ever-increasing population. 
But it was not the only one. We must 
utilize the dike and drain as well as 
the canal. We must fertilize the now 
arid desert by giving the moisture that 
it requires, but we must not forget that 
there are vast reaches of almostf ex- 
haustless fertility now submerged that 
will blossom as the rose when the wat- 
ers that cover them have been drawn, 
off. It has been estimated that Irriga- 
tion will ultimately bring into cultiva- 
tion and generous production 100,000,- 
000 acres that are now barren and for- 
bidding. 
We have begun reclamation 


at this end, and perhaps It is the nat- 
ural end; but no sooner is it under- 
taken than the opposite-enterprise la 
more strongly suggested. This, if car- 
ried to Its approximate limit, would 
free as much more In all parts of the 
country of Its watery burden, and open 
It up to the service and support of man. 


There are in the United States In the 


neighborhood of 100,000,000 acres of 
•wamp laud, of which about 70,000,000 
have been surveyed. These are located 
east, west, north and south, or all over 


» 
the country. The weird Everglade* of 
Florida, if drained and. cleared, as «"v 
gineers now claim they can be, would 
give 7,000,000 acres of the finest farm- 
Ing land i-a the world. New Jersey and 
Virginia possess vast swamp lands. Illi- 
nois has 4,000,000 acres of them; Min- 
nesota, 5,000,000; Michigan, 6,000,000, 
and Iowa, 2,000,000. 
In every State 


there are swamps of greater or less ex- 


/ tent which wwuld be Its choicest treas- 


ure if once put into tillable condition.

The two enteiprises would have the 
potential effect of adding to our pro- 
ductive area, and equal In extent to 
more than six times that of the State 
of New York, or about a tenth of our 
entire territory, Including Alaska, and 
it would be soil of unexampled fertil- 
ity. 
With such reclamation many oth- 


er problems now formidable, like gen- 
eral sanitation, the mosquito crusade, 
and so forth, world be much simplified.

Bananas, even after traveling 3.000 


miles in a. green state, are every bit as 
good as bananas ripened under a trop- 
ical sun. This is probably true of uo

fruit. 
The 
plant of I 


which bananas is the fruit is not a 
tree, nor is it a hush or 
vine. It Is 


simply a gigantic plant, growing to a 
height of from Of teen to twenty feet. 
About eighteen feet from the ground 
the learee, oftentimes eight feet long, 
come out In a sort of cluster from the 
center of which springs a bunch of 
bananas. 


These do not grow with the ban- 


anas pointing upward, naturally, and 
If the stem grew straight they would 
hang exactly as seen In .the fruit stores 
and grocers' windows. This, liowerer, 
is not the case; the stein bends under 
the weight of the fruit,.-ana t'aU- hrtaga. 
It Into ditectly tfie opposite position, 
with the large end of the stalk up and 
the fringes pointing toward the sun. 


A word of explanation concerning 


some banana terms: Each banana is 
called a "finger"' and each of these llt- 
tla clusters of lingers surrounding a 
stalk Is called a "hand;" the quality 
and value of each hunch depend on the 
number of hands It has. 
Some mny 


wonder how the fruit is cut from the 
top of a plant fifteen 
feet 
from the 


ground. 


The native laborers cut the stalk part 


way up Its heig'ut; tho weight of the 
fruit causes the stulk to slowly bend 
over until the bunch of bananas first 
nicely reaches tbe ground, then the 
bunch Is cut off with the ever ready 
machete and carried to the river or 
railroad for shipment. The plant at 
the same time 
Is cut close to 
the 


ground. The banana is a very prolific 
producer of itself and at every cleaning 
of the land it Is necessary to cut down 
many of the young plants, or "suckers," 
as they -are termed, In order tlmt they 
may not become overcrowded up to a 
certain limit: the fewer suckers on a 
given area the larger the fruit they 
will produce.
